arms aid, it depleted own stocks’

WASHINGTON. — Syndicated col- 
umnist Jack Anderson reported yes. 
terday in the “Wi Post” 
that the U.S. has “pumped so much 
emergency military equipment into 
Vietnam and Israel that its own 
arsenals are dangerously depleted.” 

Quoting from 8 secret U.S. gov- 


᾿ ernment General Accounting Office 


study, Anderson said that between 
1972-74, the U.S. provided Vietnam 
and Israel together with some $8.5b. 
worth of emergency equipment. He 
did not say how much of that was 
given only to Israel. 

The GAO audit, Anderson report- 
ed, says that during the 1973 Yom 
Kippur War, “equipment and sup- 
plies on both sides were consumed 
at astonishingly high rates. The 
Israeli inventories were reduced to 
such dangerous levels that Israel 
requested immediate assistance from 
the U.S.” ᾿ 

According to Anderson, the De. 
fence Department had asked Israel 
to document its needs since it was 
caught without a contingency plan 
to get the equipment to Israel. But 
Israel refused to provide such in- 
formation, the columnist said, and 
therefore the US. “had no basis 


on which to judge the criticality of 
items and amounts thereof requested 
by the Xsraelis.” ᾿

son, points out that the U.S. filled 
‘most of Israel's requests on blind 
faith “although this means stripping 
certain U.S. units.” ἢ

The pian to give State guaran- 
tees for bank loans to consolidate 
party debis has heen officially 
shelved and may well be buried for- 
ever. It will not come before the 
-Maz High Court, as expected, 

State Attorney Gavriel Bach yes- 
terday notified the High Court of 
Justice, which was due to hear an 
appeal by the Free Centre and one 
Liberal MK tomorrow (Wednesday) 
against the State guarantees, that 
Finance Minister Yehoshua Rabino- 
witz had dropped the idea, Bach said 
that Rabinowitz would not ask the 
Knesset Finance Committee in the 
near future to approve loan guaran- 
tees. If be decided to do so later, 
he would give due notice of the 
fact. 

Bach explained to the High Court 
that the Finance Minister Intended 
to give enough time to allow the 
plaintiffs in the present appeal to 
renew their plea, if need be. 

For the Free Centre party, Knes- 
set Member Shmuel Tamir asked 
the High Court permission to with- 
draw his plea. For Liberal MK 
Yitzhak Modal, Jawyer Yehuda Ress- 
ler concurred by telephone. 

The State guarantees plan, made 
public at the beginning of this year, 
envisaged some 1L50m.-IL60m. worth 
of bank loans at interest of 14 per 
cent (unlinked), and guaranteed to 
the loaning banks by the Treasury. 
with the approval of the Knesset 
Finance Committee.

‘Courts shouldn’t hear suits 


on “nuisance”

Israel's courts would no longer 
be competent to rule in — or even 
hear — suits against synagogues 
that allegedly constitute “nuisances” 
to their neighbours, according to a 
private member's bill tabled in the 
Knesset yesterday. 

Explaining his bill, Aguda MK 
Yehuda Meir Abramowitz cited a 
recent case brought before Tel Aviv 
Magistrates Court Judge Boris Ra- 
poport, against a congregation 
which had rented a flat in a build. 
ing to hold services. 

Complaining that they were be. 
ing disturbed by the prayers, a 
group of tenants in the building 
took the wardens to court and 
Judge Rapoport ordered the con- 
gregation to desist from further use 
of the flat as a prayer hall. 

‘This sets a dangerous pre- 
cedent,” Abramowitz said yesterday. 
“There are hundreds of congrega- 
tions throughout the country which,

Arson attempt foiled at 
Tel Aviv furniture store |

TEL AVIV. — Police are holding 
four men in connection with a fire 
early yesterday in the basement of 
the Mars Furniture Co. here, The 
blaze, which the fire brigade kept 
from spreading to the above-ground 
floors, was the third this year in 
the Rehov Herzl building. 

The watchman in the basement 
notified police and firemen at 3 a.m. 
—- as soon as he saw the flames. 
Six fire trucks arrived immediately 
and soon put out the blaze, which 
was only getting under way. 

Meanwhile, police searching the 
area arrested two men found sit- 
ting In & Lark automobile parked 
nearby; half an hour later they 
picked up two more suspects. (Eye- 
witnesses said they had seen two 
Inen enter the bullding and later 
leave it and drive off in a Lark.) 

A search of the building — which 
‘was open for business yesterday — 


showed that kerosene had been 
splashed about on all its floors, but 
especially on the third, where beds 
are displayed. The damage was 
confined te the basement, 
which contained raw materials and 
furniture undergoing repair. 

The three fires at Mars, two 
other fires this year in furniture 
salons nearby, have given rise to 
rumours that a protection ring is 
trying to get control of the area. 
The police, according to a spokes- 
man, are investigating this poasi- 
bility. 

David Shulman, owner of Mars, 
told The Jerusalem Post he did not 
yet know the financial extent of the 
damage.

ACRE. — Israel's newest million- 
aire — who got a prescription for 
five tranquilizers to take on Sun-

“I am going to pay my debts,”

He wants fo give some money

@ cousin studying medicine in Ru- 
mania. 

Be also plans to give money to 
his parents, buy clothes for his 
wife and three small children and 
— for himself — a large American 
car. 

Abu Nader, who is a foreman 
in a metal factory outside his 
‘Western Galilee village, earns 
112,500 a month net. He says he 
also wants to invest in a new plant 
so that men won't have to leave 
the village to work. 

Nader claims that he doesn't 
know too much about league soccer, 
and that his friends poke fun at 
him when they all sit together to 
ffl out their Sportoto form. But he 
was the only punter among thou- 
sands of Sportoto addicts who 
guessed the outcome of ali 13 
league matches correctly. 

Through Saturday afternoon's 
radio reporta of the matches he 
learned that he had guessed cor- 
rectly. But he still went to work 
Sunday morning. Later that day, 
the Sportoto agent in Haifa came 
to the village, tapped Abu Nader on 
the shoulder, and said, “You're a 
millionaire.”

The future of the cash-short 
Tinona copper mines will be decided 
today, in a meeting between the 
management of the holding com- 
pany — Israel Chemicals — Fin- 
ance Minister Yehoshua Rabinowitz 
and Commerce and Industry Minis- 
ter Haim Bar-Lev. There are aigns 
Israeli Chemicais will seek to ce- 
duce operations drastically. 

This past year the Government 
granted the mines the IL40m. they 
needed to cover their current losses 
end atay in operation. But it is not 
yet known if the same will be done 
in 1976, when the loss will increase 
by about 20 per cent. 

The mines’ cash-flow crisis oc- 
curred after prices for copper 
cement (Timna’s product) declined 
considerably. The price in the inter- 
national markets is now about £560 
a ton. For the mines to break 
even, Israel Chemicals officials say, 
the price should be £950. 

48 the price is ποῖ expected to 
change considerably in 1976, Israel 
Chemicals sees no economic justifi- 
cation for continuing production of 
copper cement. If production is 
stopped, some 100-500 workers will 
be fired (at present about 700 
workers are employed in the mines).

Betty Ford one of ‘Time’s’ 
12 U.S. ‘Women of the Year’ 


NEW YORK. — Twelve American 
women, including Mrs. Betty Ford, 
wife of U.S. President Gerald Ford, 
have been named “Women of the 
Year" for 1975 by “Time” magazine, 
according to the forthcoming issue 
of the mass circulation U.S. news- 
weekly. 


The designation, which annually | 


goes tz “the person or group who 
has most significantly affected — 
for good or ill] — the course of 
the year’s events,” was made in 
recognition of the continued emer- 
Bence of women in 1975 as well as 
in recognition of the individual ac- 
complishments of the 12 persons 
who were selected. 


“In 1975 the women's drive 
penetrated every layer of society, 
Matured beyond ideology to a new 
status of general —- and sometimes 
unconscious — acceptance,” “Time” 
says. "1975 was not so much the 
year of woman as the year of 
women — an immense variety of 
women, altering their lives, enter- 
ing new fields, functioning with a 
new sense of identity, integrity and 
confidence,” 


The 12 women named by “Time” 
are Betty Ford, Secretary of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development Carla 
Hills, Connecticut Gov. Ella Grosso, 
Texas Congresswoman Barbara 
Jordan, Susie Sharp, Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court of North 
Carolina, Jill Kere Conway, the 
President of Smith College, Alison 
Cheek, assistant priest at St.

Vatican sources reported yester- 
day that the document, already 
printed but not yet released by 
the Congregation of Faith, is brief 
— about 16 pages — but is based 
on an exhaustive two-year-old study 
and opinion from many lands. 

‘The document, reportedly seen and 
approved by the Pope, will basically 
restate the Roman Catholic church's 
adamant stand against artificial 
birth control outlined in the ency- 
clical humange vitae — human life 
— issued in 1968.

Soviet copter crew home 


after Chinese captivity 


MOSCOW. — Three Soviet border 
guards, 8] “very happy to 
be back home,” returned to Moscow 
yesterday after nearly two years 
in captivity in China. 

The men were set free after Pe- 
king suddenly announced on Sat- 
urday that it found “credible” the 
long-maintained Soviet claim that 
the men’s helicopter had strayed 
over the border in bad weather on 
March 14, 1974. 

The Chinese earlier accused the 
men of being on a spying mission, 
but never brought them to trial.

Alexander Kurbatov, Lieutenant 
Alexander Uskov and Second Liev.

The Soviets always maintained 
that the helicopter had taken off 
from the Belechi area of the Soviet 
Alteis, a mountainous zone where 
the Soviet, Chinese and Mongolian 
borders meet, to pick up a seriously 
sick Russian border guard and fly

The Soviets said the helicopter 
Jost its way in bad weather, stray- 
ed into China and was forced to 
land because of lack of fuel.

The report said that over the 
last year “freedom declined for 
743,200,000 persons in it 
countries.”

BOOK REVIEW 


Autonomous West 


" By MOSHE ATER 


Bank 


is poor economics 


PROFESSOR VIVIAN BULL is both 
an economist and an archaeologist 
and her book on the West Bank 
deserves to be read by Jewish and 
Arnb politicians, as well as by our 
numerous wellwishers abroad. Not 
that she offers a solution for the vex- 
ing Palestinian problem. But her 
book provides an excellent summary 
of the present situation. It ia concise, 
unbiased (though distinctly Arab- 
orlented), packed with facts and 
figures, as well as an analysis of the 
prevailing trends. And it makes 
short shrift of most current slogans, 
forcing one to reappraise the issue, 
and to look for new approaches. The 
special merit of the book is that, 
while political factors and slogans 
are given their due, the discussion is 
mainly concerned with matters of 
Practica], economic importance, not 
with national entities and such-like 
abstractions, but with real people, 
and their bread-and-butter affairs. 
The author’s experience as both 
Professor of Economics (at Drew 
University) and staff member of the 
Drew-McCormick archaeological ex- 
Pedition at the site of ancient 
Shechem, and her many trips to this 
country, have stood her in good stead 
in this respect. 

In one respect, however. Prof. 
Bull's book is misleading. The 
question in its title — as to the viahili- 
ty of the West Bank (as a separate 
state) is not discussed at all. "The 
West Bankers are desirous of some 
form of self-determination... If 
through negotiations among Israel, 
Jordan, and representatives of the 
Palestinians, an independent state of 
Palestine were established, would 
such a state... be economically 
viable?, the author asks. But she 
does not come back to the possibility, 
so utterly unrealistic does it turn cut 
to be. The three possibilities con- 
sidered in the, book are: the West 
Bank in close relation to or federa- 
tion with Israel; in federation with 
Jordan; or as a region enjoying a

Sea freight 
rate rises

HAIFA. — “Any increase in sea 
freight rates will hit the country's 
foreign trade and will lead to a drop 
in the volume of cargo carried by 
ships,” ac to the Shippers 
Council. Its representatives and 
those of Zim are at present meeting 
to discuss the rates for 1976. The 
total sea freight bill, including every 
type of cargo, dry and lquid, in both 
directions, runs to about $300m. or 
IL2,000m. this year. 

The shipping companies for which 
Zim, as the leader, acts a5 an un- 
official negotiator, and their princtpal 
customers in the Shippers 
Council, have asked the Shipping 
Research Institute (founded and 
headed by Dr. Naftali Wydra) to es- 
tablish how much sea transport costs 
rose between mid-1974 and mid-1975. 
The Institute compiled a list of cost 
increases varying between four and 
32 per cent on the sea routes to and 
from Israel. On the Mediterranean 
trade routes, the increase averaged 
7.9 per cent, northwestern Europe 
13.5 per cent and those linked to Eilat 
23.5 per cent. 

Shippers Council secretary Arieh

In spite of the tremendous 
progress made by the area — under 
Israeli tutelage and with Israeli 
assistance — since the Six Day War. 
life in the West Bank is still dominat- 
ed by tradition, autonomous family 
ties, and subsistence farming, with 
next-to-na indigenous commercial 
leadership. ‘The Islarnic tradition 
appears to offer little to support the 
necessary. preconditions for develop- 
ment. The emphasis upon academic 
training and the failure to support 
technical i and the medieval 
development of a class-structure 
have helped to create a partially 
educated elite who will not work with 
their hands, but who have not the 
training to operate In rial 
positions. The predeterminism of 
IsJam... has created ἃ social im- 
mobility that only time and educa- 
tion can alleviate,” Prof. Bull com- 
ments. 

Even in agriculture, where 
progress has been most impressive, 
it largely depended on the example, 
initiative, and marketing facilities 
provided by Israel, and was han- 
dicapped by lack of capital and long- 
term projects. In the industrial sec- 
tor, advance has been very limited, 
mainly because local capital-owners 
are reluctant to invest in loca! 
business projects. ‘“There has been 
an historic tendency for the wealthy 
to invest their savings outside the 
Arab world.

The West Bank has been unique 
among developing areas in that rapid 
agricultural progress has not been 
accompanied by the emergence of a 
surplus rurai population — in spite of 
lagging urban development — but by 
the eradication of unemployment 
{due to mass work opportunities 
offered by the Israel economy). The 
author quotes figures showing that 
two-thirds of the population of 
Nablus exist directly or indirectly, 
on the proceeds of labour in Israel. 
“If the labour market Jn Israel were 
closed to the residents of the 
Territory... there would be an im- 
mediate dislocation of some 40,000 
laborers with varying. degrees of 
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skill. Some of these could be ab- 
sorbed within the local economy, but 
the majority would become un- 
employed... There has been lttle 
Arabic forelgn demand for the un- 
skilled and semi-skilled workers... 
There would thus probably be 
widespread unemployment in the 
Territory." The situation would, of 
course, worsen if the West Bank 
state were to include the crowded 
Gaza Strip as well. 


FROM THE ECONOMIC ANGLE, 
therefore, the West Bank would fare 
best by integration with Israel, the 
author feels, but that is unlikely to 
work politically. She considers 
several suggestions for meeting 
Arab grievances — including partial 
internationalisation of Jerusalem, 
paying compensation to and resettle- 
ment of Arab refugees, and abandon- 
ment of Jewish settlements in the 
Jordan Valley. But she warns that, 
however far Israel might go, the 
Palestinians would hardly be ready 
to sever themselves from the Arab 
‘world and become loyal to the 
Jewish State. ‘It has been suggested 
that a bi-national state could be es- 
tablished, but such a possibility can- 
not be considered, In any b!-national 
state, sooner or later, one group 
becomes the majority, and the other 
the minority... It is unlikely that any 
Israeli or any Arab would choose to 
be the minority in a bi-national 
state... Cyprus, Nigeria, and 
Pakistan all provide tragic ex- 
amples of how poorly bi-national 
states can operate, and in such es- 
tablished statés as Canada and 
Belgium, bi-nationalism tends to in- 
stitutionalize rather than to resolve 
tensions, suspicions, and traumas.’ 
To this list Lebanon can now be add- 
ed as a topical bloody warning. 

On the other hand, federation with 
Jordan might work politically, but 
would be of little help economically. 
The author therefore pleads for a 
double federation, which would 
provide the West Bankers both with 
prosperity and a national home. She 
argues that economic integration on 
a regional basis would provide the 
only hopeful framework for solving 
the political problems plaguing the 
Near East. However, sweet reason 
will hardly help in this case. Israel 
and Jordan cannot be expected to 
forget long-standing quarrels and 
suspicions, and to join hands just in 
order to nurse and pamper a smar- 
ting West Bank minority. To that end 
they must have an overriding com- 
mon purpose, That could, perhaps, 
be a joint fight against the P.L.O. 
which threatens both states, and 
which by sabotaging a constructive 
settlement in the Near East now acts 
as a global nuisance. But prospects 
for such a course are dim, as Arafat 
already enjoys the backing of one 
world power, and is about to gain the 
blessing of the other.

Chess for three players 


A YOUNG English man now living in 

* Australia has invented a chess game 
for three players. The board is hex- 
agonal, with 217 white, red and black 
hexagonal places, and 57 chess 
Pieces — 19 for each player (two ex- 
tra pawns and one extra bishop 
each). Rules are basically those for 
ordinary chess, with minor 
alterations. 

Mr. Tony Patton, 33, an industrial 
engineer, developed ‘'Tri-Chess” to 
cater for the problem of an uneven 
number of members at hia local 
chess club. 

“There always seemed to be an 
odd man out so I started experimen- 
fing with a triangular board,” he 

One hundred research hours later, 
Tri-Chess became a reality, Each 
player begins with 19 chess pieces, 
each of which is arranged on the 
board: Back rank, left to right (star. 
ting with black hexagon) — castle, 
knight, bishop, king, bishop, queen, 


bishop, knight, castle. Second rank. 
starting with white hexagon — 10 
pawns. 

When one player hag been 
checkmated by elther or both of the 
other players, he retires from the 
game and his pieces become 
Powerless. The pieces remain on the 
board but can be captured by either 
of the other two players’ pieces to 
allow for extra manoeuvring, The 
three players move in turn in 8 
clockwise direction starting with 
white, followed in continuing se- 
quence by red and black. 

Patton says the only weakness in 
Tri-Chess is that a player cannot 
protect a pawn with ἃ pawn, “But in 
some ways it is more interesting 
than chess because each player can 
attack two others — while himself 
being attacked by two," he said. 
“‘And it opens up a whole new set of 
psychological approaches to the 
game of chess."

Sincere, but imperfect 


The Trial of Billy Jack (Royal, Tel 
Aviv), here retitled “An American 
Odyssey," is the sequel to 1971's U.S. 
box-office success “Billy Jack,” the 
story of a half-Indian Vietnam War 
hero, in revolt against the Establish- 
ment. The title-role is played by Tom 
Laughlin, with his wife Dolores 
Taylor co-starring as the radical 
director of a college in Arizona, 
known as the Freedom School. 
Indeed, this ia very much a family 
effort, for the couple produced the 
film and also wrote the screenplay, 
under the pseudonyms of Frank and 
Teresa Christina. Frank Laughlin, 
their 19-year-old for hia 
father — is credited as director, 
while daughter Teresa has a leading 
part. Finally, Dolores Taylor was 
one of the lyric writers for the 
several songs in the movie, which 
has a stirring musica] score by 
Elmer Bernstein. 

This exposure of every major 
shortcoming in American society in 
recent years, suffers from being far 
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too long (172 minutes) and lacking 
clarity early on for those who did not 
see the original “Billy Jack” — in 
fact for them, it is rather like star- 
ting a novel at the second chapter. 
The action of the film takes place in 
flashbacks, opening with a My Lai- 
style massacre, in which the hero 
refuses to participate, and goes on to 
deal with the plight of the American 
Indian police brutality, the evils of 
capitalism and government corrup- 
tion right up to Watergate. 

The * beautifully-photographed 
movie — which fades out with the 
slogan “all we say is give peace a 
chance” flashed on the screen — 
grossly oversimplifies and overstates 
its major theme that ‘‘where there is 
power, there can never be love and 
where there 8 love, there is no need 
for power." But for all its naivete, 
the picture's fervent plea for the 
brotherhood of man does come 
through in this obviously sincere 
Piece of cinema. Imperfect, but very 
interesting.

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The Wage Dilemma 


THE FIRST ROUND of talks between the Histadrut and the 
Manufacturers Association over the collective agreement for 
1976/77 has ended on 8 note of discord. Trade union leaders 
are consulting about what to do next. 


The break could be used to take a good look at the national 
accounts. These reveal that the gross national product has not 
gone up this year and, according to the official economic plan, 
will not go up next year either. Therefore there is no bounty 
to distribute, either to the services or even to the production 
sector, despite all the pious resolutions about improvements 
there. 

Raiding business profits will not yield any great benefit for 
the workers either, for two reasons. The first is that anything 
which can be saved out of profits must be used to narrow the 
trade gap, not to bolster consumption. 

The second consideration invojves the current level of pro- 
fits. Those profits which accrue to the export sector tend, if 
anything, to be over-modest (hence the Government's repeated 
corrective devaluations); and those accruing to the domestic 
sector are being squeezed harder and harder by the Treasury’s 
disinflationary policy. This approach succeeds better than any 
taxation in eroding easy or speculative gains — witness the 
spate of bankruptcies among building contractors, for example. 
Ané there will be more bankruptcies next year. 

Even if the average wage goes up, the average living stan- 
dard will not. Instead, there will be a choice of options, de- 
pending on how the Cabinet reacts. If it keeps the budget un- 
changed (as it ought to do), then unemployment will spread 
further than envisaged. Being unable to pay higher wages for 
all its staff, the Government will dismiss more people than it 
really needs to. In the private sector, firms incapable of 
financing the wage increase will close their doors. 

The other possibility is that the authorities flinch from the 
test and indulge in deficit financing, so as to prevent exces- 
sive unemployment. In that case the foreign currency reserves 
will run out, creating unemployment al] the same. But the 
unemployment planned by Finance Minister Rabinowitz is 
i temporary; it is a staging post in the transfer of labour from 
inessential to essential occupations. The unemployment caused 
through an exhaustion of the country’s dollars will be dead- 
end unemployment, with no job alternatives for those who 
become redundant. 
| The Histadrut leaders should ponder this point before nego- 


tiations are resumed. The alternative to a wage freeze is not 
higher wages for everybody. It is higher wages for many — 
and unemployment for the rest. The total wage bill can be 
increased in terms of banknotes. It cannot be increased in 
terms of purchasing-power. 

This is a hard, ineradicable fact. It will be true whoever 
negotiates for the workers, whether it is Yeruham Meshel, 
who tries always to take account of the national interest; or 
whether it is the “workers’ committees,” who do not see what 
the national interest is, and do not want to see. 

In the past, the need for wage restraint could be ignored, 
by widening the trade deficit and borrowing more abroad. To- 
day there is no more borrowing to be done. The moment of 
truth has come in employer-worker negotiations in Israel. If 
Organised labour ignores it, the penalty is likely to be cruel. 
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Israeli journalist TEDDY PREUSS, in the last of three articles, writes that 
Jerusalem's relations with Belgrade are uct likely to improve when Tito goes. 


THIS FINAL PHASE of Presi- 
dent Tito's‘rule is noteworthy, 
not only for his tightening of the 
reins, but also for the freeze evi- 
dent in most phases of policy and 
the economy. The stringency is 
surprising on the face of it, 
because if the regime is tough 
toward the Soviets, it should 
therefore, signal a policy of 
Nberalization and openness 
towards the West. 

This is an understandable mis- 
take, not only as far as 
Yugoslavia is concerned, but 
also in regard to most Com- 
munist countries. The truth is 
that every time there is tension 
in relations with the Soviet 
Union the regime becomes 
tough, not softer, and vice versa. 
The internal liberalization in 
Yugoslavia began after the 
death of Stalin, and the journey 
to Canossa — that is Belgrade — 
was undertaken by Kruschev 
and Bulganin in the early 1950s. 


During the period of its dis- 
agreement with Russia, the 
Yugoslav regime was very 
tough, and pro-West elements 
were punished with nearly as 
much severity as the Stalinisfs. 
Tito thus demonstrated his in- 
dependence: tension with 
Moscow does not mean a slide 
toward ‘‘bourgeois’’ values. 
The added severity ‘ exercised 
against the liberals 
was proof that despite 
the deterioration of relations 
with the Kremlin, there was no 
intention of deviating from the 
strict tenets of Marxism. Only at 
a time when the path eastward 
was relatively unhampered did 
Tito allow a breath of non- 
conformism in his country. 

Such is the situation today. 
Most of those imprisoned and 
arrested up to now have been 
suspected of pro-Soviet tenden- 
cies. But in order to show that 
there is no leaning towards the 
West, the regime pulls the rope 
tighter in the other direction. 
The press and the radio are Jess 
free today than they were after 
1954, and journalists and broad- 
easters fear for their jobs. 


One of the most worrisome 
signs is the supervision of liberal 
professors in Belgrade. In 1972, a 
group of professors, led by Prof. 
Luba Tadic of the Liberal Arts 
and Social Sciences Faculty, 
was ousted from the University 
of Belgrade. But contrary to 
what happens in other Com- 
munist countries, the professors 
were not sent to ion; they 
were merely removed from their 
teaching posts. As a substitute. a 
special institute for Marxist 
studies was established for them 
at which they were allowed to 
continue their research and 
studies without contact with 
the student body. Lately, the 
regime has begun to show an un- 
usual interest in their research, 
and foreign diplomats believe 
that the professors are in danger 
of sanctions, and perhaps even 
jail terms. ‘This is in the 
framework of Yugoslavia’s 
‘sacred balance,’ explained a 
diplomatic observer in 
Belgrade.

THE FREEZE in the process of 
decision-making is a very 
serious phenomenon. In the pre- 
sent atmosphere of uncertainty 
and expectation, only a few peo- 
ple have the to take 
decisions that are out of the or- 
dinary. Anything that requires 
more than routine decisions ends 
up on the President's desk. This 
leads to lengthy delays, since 
even Tite can deal with only so 
many matters every day, es- 
pecially when it comes to 
decisions which used to be taken 
at much lower levels. But 
because of the prevailing uncer- 
tainty, few of the bureaucrats 
are ready to risk their futures by 
taking decisions which might 
displease their potential 
superiors. Most of them prefer to 
wait, to postpone decisions and 
not take responsibility. ‘‘We are 
bogged down in a state of 
perpetual crisis," said a senior 
Yugoslav official, ‘‘and until 
Tito’s successor(s) is firmly es- 
tablished, the present crisis will 
continue.”’ Another man, loyal to 
the President and the regime, 
even hinted that as a result of the 
freeze in decision-making, Titp 
will leave office at the earliest 
opportunity. 


WHAT WILL happen then is 
anyone’s guess. Not all, but a 
majority of the Yugoslav people, 
are submerged in pessimism. 
The moderate pessimists fear 
diplomatic pressure from the 
Soviets: others see a possibility 
of underground exploitation of 
the national disquiet and that of 
the minorities. There are even 
those who fear a repetition of 
what happened in 
Czechoslovakia in 1968. 

The minority who are not 
afraid base their assurance on 
two things: the determination of 
the people of Yugoslavia to fight 
dey af fel pec 

ey ee) -- 
and alike), and the 
troubles that any potential 
x would have. (Most 
Yugoslavs like to say, at least 
for the sake of appearances, that 
invasion is as liable to be 
prepared by the C.I.A. 
bogeyman as by Mosocw). They 
el that ‘‘the other side” could 
not stand firm if the first tried its 
strength. My interviews were 
conducted before the Americans 
folded up in Angola, so one can- 
not tell how the Yugoslavs would 
explain this precedent. 


TI MUST BE TREES’ 


To the Editor of The Jerusaiem Post 

Sir, — With reference to Raphael 
Sussman's letter (December 22) in 
which he criticizes Keren Kayemet, 
may I suggest that he himself pulls a 
“tired but untouchable logic’ on us 
when he speaks of the Jewish 
National Fund. He appears to think: 
“If this is the Keren Kayemet, it 
must be trees’ — a widely believed 
but far from correct statement. 

Perhaps now, at the threshold of 
the 75th jubilee of the JNF, it is time 
to recall one or two forgotten facts. 
The JNF’s original task (which 
‘began in 1901) was to buy the land of 
Israel, which it did religiously with 
all the funds it could get hold of until 
the days of the partition when the 
borders were decided almost entire- 
ly according to JNF landholdings at 
that time. The basis for these ac- 
quisitions became the basis of the 
revolutionary land regime in Israel 
to this day: the land belongs to the 
Jewish people as a whole, forever, 
and can never be sold. 

After the establishment of the 


State, the work of the JNF centred 
around making those extensive 
areas of wasteland fit for agriculture 
and housing. Out-of-season tomatoes 
do not grow naturally in the Arava 
and the stony hills of the Galilee do 
not yield fruit trees naturally. 

Not a settlement, not a town has 


agriculture. Then trees are planted 
on lands unfit for anything else. 

As for the value of trees as noise 
absorbers, recent tests show that 
there is a significant drop in the 
noise level when trees are planted. 
And as to the “view” the trees block 
out, I am sure any shikun-dweller 
will beg to differ on the subject of 
what is a nicer view — your 
neighbour's balcony and laundry, or 
a belt of trees, not to mention the fact 
that trees can reduce wind velocity 
by as muck as 80 per cent. 


‘RUSSIANS’ IN ISRAEL

Sir, — Recently, due to the declin- 
ing number of immigrants from the 
Soviet Union, there have been many 
hitter articles in the Israeli press at- 
tacking the Russian Jews. I was, 
however, especially disturbed to 
read David Krivine’s article, “From 
Moscow to a new Diaspora"’ 
(December 15). 

All types of ridiculous reasons 
have been given for the decline in the 
number of Russian Jews coming to 
Israel] and this article added a new 
and more absurd one by claiming 
that ‘‘the Russians are not Jews, 
they have to be made Jews.” If 
anyone lacks a Jewish soul, it is the 
Sabra, not the Russian Jew. Being a 
Jew meang firstly Ahavat Israel, 
something very rare in Isrze] today. 

As for yordim, there are far more 
Sabra than Russian Jewish yordim. 
15 fact. there have been propor- 
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tionately fewer yordim in this wave 
of immigration than in any other in 
the entire history of the state. 

Again, it is the Sabra who is preoc- 
cupied with materialism. not the im- 
migrant, since, in that case, he 
would never have come to this coun- 
try in the first place. It is true that, 
85 the author states, ‘‘they would not 
be made a fuss of In Rome or 
Frankfurt or New York either," but 
neither would they be attacked in 
vicious articles which would be 
labelled anti-Semitic if written in 
another country by a non-Jew. 

The sad but real reason for the 
decline in the immigration of Rus- 
sian Jews to Israel is that in almost 
πὸ Diaspora community, including 
Russia, ia the Jew subjected to the 
hatred and public attacks which he 
suffers 85 a “Russian"’ in Israel.

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EVERYONE AGREES that 
Tito’s absence from the scene 
will have a bad influence on 
those areas in which Yugoslavia 
differs from other Communist 
regimes. Its independence of the 
USSR will decrease;its relative 
freedom will decline and inter- 
nal tensions will increase. Peo- 
ple who are not among Tito's ad- 
mirers also seem to subscribe to 
this belief. They fear that 
however difficult life was under 
Tito, it will be more difficult — 
maybe even impossible — 
without him. 

One may ask what will happen 
to relations between Jerusalem 
and Belgrade when Tito goes. Of 
the saner leaders of the non- 
aligned nations, Tito has been 
the most active and articulate 
against Israel. Many anti-Israeli 
Pp and initiatives have 
been raised at international 
forums by Yugoslav represen- 
tatives. In any event, there are 
whispers — and foreign; 
diplomats in Belgrade confirm 
the fact — that top officials are 
not in favour of this anti-Israel 
stance which is the personal 
whim of the President. It is a 
result partly of the close 
friendship that existed between 
Tito and Nasser. Tito holds 
Israel responsible for the erosion 
of Nasser's power and, in the 
end, his death of a broken heart. 
Because only a few in the 
Yugoslav hierarchy fully iden- 
tify with Tito in this matter, one 
may hope that his departure will 
result in a certain softening in 
Beigrade's hostile attitude. 

However, even if Tito's 

successors are less sensitive to 
‘the Arab-Israe] dispute, they /. 
‘will be 1655 likely to thumb their 
noses at Moscow. The emotional 
hostility may disappear, but it 
will be replaced by fear of the 
Soviet, and this fear will not per- 
mit a softening of the anti-Israel 
line.

deteriorate. A self-confident Tito 
did not demand of quietly 
pro-Israel officials that they aban- 
don their beliefs, and as long as 
they did not actively express 
them he left them alone. 
It is unlikely that his 
successors will show such 
tolerance either towards these 
officials, or towards the Jewish 
community which hes not, as 
yet, been asked to renounce their 
support for Israel. ‘Don't dream 
of a compromise,” said a 
Yugoslav who long ago was very 
pro-Israel. ‘‘Any gesture made 
towards them will be viewed by 
the Soviets as provocation. It is 
impossible to talk about renewal 
of diplomatic relations, and the 
more you discuss it, the farther 
away it will be. I want to be 
truthful with you: if in the future 
you want to visit Yugoslavia, I 
can't promise that you will 
receive a visa, at least not as 
easily as this time, when you 
went into the Yugoslav consulate 
and came out 15 minutes later 
with a visa. Unfortunately, that 
is the prospect for relations with 
you." :
